Where. We were Born, 


‘The cetisus of the », United States for 1860 | 
gives us an ample chance to answer, that | 
question. Suppose a congregation of 450 
persons tobe assembled, which fairly re- 
presented ‘the peoplé of this coast—that is 
of. California, Oregon, Washington and Ne- 
vada—we should find 294 were born in the 
United States and 156 in foreign countries. 

Of those born’ id the United’ States, it 
would be found that 95, mostly little fellows, 
hail from this coast. The five years, which 
have elapsed since, the census, probably 
have added eight more to this class.’ If we 
take the divisions of the Union in this or- 
der, the New England States will furnish 
86 persons for the audience, Middle States 
49, Southern 18, South-Westera 15, North- 
Western 77, If we single dut-the States, 
and ask how many New Yorkers are there, 
$82 men and “women will no doubt gladly 
ahswer the call. Missouri will furnish 20. 
The Ohio boys will respond, there, are 16 
of us from the State that gave the Union, 
Sherman, Sheridan and Grant. Who come 
next? Thirty-nine people stand up together 
in three companies, each company claiming 
pre-eminence ; a careful count shows that 
each company numbers 13, and they are 
from Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Hli- 
nois. Maine sends a large representation in 
proportion to her population, for 10 of her 
children are here. Nine Kentuckians, 8 
Hoosiers, 7 each from the..first families of 
Virginia and Tennessee report themselves. 
Five hail from Iowa and 4 from Vermont. 
Connecticut, Maryland, New Hampshire, 
Michigan, Arkansas and New Jersey, have 
about equal numbers, 3 each. Two come 
from each of the States of Wisconsin, Lou- 
isiana and North Carolina. Rhode Island, 
Alabama, Georgia, Texas, Mississippi and 
South Carolina, follow with 1 representative 
apiece. Little Delaware and the District 
‘of. Colambia, each gets half a

"One. of, the main objects of the weekly 
should. be to assist in developing 

the industrial interests of the country. In- 
deed great of politics and legis- 
lation oOnght to have the same design. At 


the bead of all industrial _pursuits stands, | 


the farmer, supporting every other | 
interest, and being truly what Daniel Web- 
ster calls him, “the founder of civilization.” 
And in’ this cotittry, especially, no intelli- 
gent. farmer need be ashamed of his busi- 
ness. It bas.been followed by the brightest 
names of our entire history: Adams, Jef- 
ferson, Franklin, Clay, Webster, Wright, 
arrison, and that one more illustrious 
than all, George Washington... It was not 
the least of the glories of those great men 
that they chose and sought tho quiet and 
purifyitg work of the farm. 

Such were our thoughts and such our hi 
ject when \we took up the editorial pen, In 
pursuance of it wé desire to call the atten- 
tion of the farmers of this county and ter- 
ritory to a very important, and, withal, 
very profitable ‘branch of industry, viz.: 
the raising of sheep and wool. And that 
our agricultural readers may see that what 
we say.is well based, we will state that, 
taking the last five years as a basis of cal- 
culation, we import into the United States 
annvally from ‘thirty-five to forty-five mil- 
of pounds of manufactured and un- 
inanufactured wool—being the produce of 
thirteen. millions of sheep.

prosperity is the fact that we import it 
almost entirely in the shape of ready-made 
clothing.. We-buy not only the wool of | 
the Atlantic States, of France and Spain, 
but we pay their manufacturers also for fit- 
ting it to.our limbs. Probably for this one 
purpose, ten times the value of all the wool 
we the Pacific States and 
year.
